chargad now. Yon went itite’a shop in 
Quesn’s Road and obtained three Watar- 
bury watches by describing yoursalf as 
tho captain of a vossel belonging to 
' Messrs Butterfield and Swite. I cas 
quite believe you were. probably in a 

lestituta condition and unable to obtain 
employment, but itis necessary to protect 
traders agaist offences of thie sort from 
those who are destitute, I may say thot 
your previous terms of imprisonment do 
not act upon me; I shall paasa sentence 
upon you for the offences by themselves. 
You obtained these watches by false pre- 
tencea, and thon went to Bay View and 
ueed one of the watches for supporting 
auother false pretence in obtaining $6 from 
tho proprietor of the Hotc]. Then on the 
game day, having parted with two of these 
Watorbury watches, one to a man 
named Thomas, you brought the other 
one to the Rotisseric, and thera 
endeavoured, by simifar false pretences; 
to obtain the sum of $20, and on that you 
aro cunyicted by the jory. These three 
offences are thus connected in a certain 
way, and were all committed on the samo 
day, Now, T must say I hayo'a difflculty 
about your sentence. I have a difliculty in 
deciding what is sufficient to protect the 
public against decoitful conduct by mon 
of your class. On the whole the sentonce I 
am about to pass is this. On the case 
No. where you obtsined from 
the tradesmen three Waterbury watches 
of the value: of -$15 or thereabouts, 
I sentance sou to four munths’ ip. 
prisonment with hard labour, Ap case 
No. 1, where yan attempted to obtain 
$20 on 4 similar false pretencs, I sen.

hed Parliament any inherent right to give 
her jurisdiction, but that jurisdiction had 
been given the Queen solely by the ruler of 
that governed country, and that it was 
strictly jimited to its extent by the terms in 
which it had been granted. The Treaty 
had given no jurisdiction over counter- 
claims against Japanese by British subjeota, 
or, much more so, nobagsinst the Sovereign, 
He went on to argue that, by instituting 
hia suit the Ewporor had not deprived him- 
self of his Sovereign rights, or put himself
